Vatican gives warning 
on liberation theology 


ROME (NC) —* The papally- 
appointed International Theological 
Commission has warned that libera- 
tion theology is often tied too closely 
to politics and to questionable 
theories, especially Marxist-Leninist 
ones. 


The 30-man commission, whose 

. members are appointed by the Pope, 

asserted that extreme forms of 

liberation theology which encourage 

Marxist class struggle cause the 

unity of the church to be ‘‘seriously 
endangered.”’ 


LIBERATION THEOLOGY is a 
term applied to a variety of 
theological works which closely link 
theological principles to revolu- 
tionary social action. 


Developed mainly in Latin Ameri- 
ca, liberation theology has been 
debated hotly by church leaders in 
Latin America, as well as at the 1974 
World Synod of -Bishops. 


“Tt must always be understood,’’ 
said the commission, ‘‘that politics 
for the Christian is not,the absolute 
value which gives life its ultimate 
meaning. 


“WHILE THEOLOGY is partly 
geared toward practical conclusions, 
its principal function consists in 
seeking an understanding of the 
word of God,’’ said the theologians. 


To do this, continued the docu- 
ment, theology ‘‘must be able to

step back from concrete conditioning 
which carries with it almost always 
pressures and constraints of all 
sorts.’’ 

Referring to the Marxist principle 
of class struggle, the document said 
that ‘‘the unity of the church is 
seriously endangered’’ when class 
struggle is viewed by certain 
theologians as an acceptable tactic.

CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC)—No 
Christian can delegate to-others his duty to 
defend the right to life, said Pope Paul VI on 
Sept. 11. 


Addressing a youth convention organized by 
Italy’s National Catechetical Center, the Pope 
said ‘“Everyone has responsibilities which cannot 
be delegated to others.’’ 


HE SAID the Lord proposes to each individual 
‘‘concrete tasks’’ to carry out in life’s defense. 


“Faced with the teaching and the example of 
Christ, every Christian cannot fail to question 
himself about what he is able to do to contribute 
to the defense and advancement of life, in 
response to the multiple snares which threaten 
it,’’ said the Pontiff. 

Urging young people to ‘‘make love triumph,”’ 
the Pope said that ‘‘The root of all violence 
against life is a lack of love.’’ 

THE POPE said that the acts of Christ, 
recorded in the New Testament, reveal the 


“interest which Christ showed for man’s physical 
life?” 

He asked the youths to be ‘‘witnesses of love in 
today’s world which is fearfully troubled by the 
toxic yeast of hate.”’

Tuna controls threaten fleet 


Cloud over Cabrillo Festival 


It will be a festival with a 
sad note this year, the annual 
Cabrillo Festival. For the 
Portuguese community of 
Point Loma, this has not 
been a good year. 


The festival—which marks 
the 435th anniversary of the 
landing near San Diego of 
explorer Juan Rodriquez 


Cabrillo—is highlighted by 
the reenactment of Cabrillo’s 
landing. This year it will take 


place on Sunday, Oct. 2. 
BUT THE TUNA industry, 
from which many Portuguese 
earn their living, is in a state 
of indecision following 
government controls im- 
posed on fleet operations in 
endeavors to safeguard the 
porpoises which run with 
certain tuna. 
- These controls are causing 


tunaboat owners to register 
their vessels under foreign 


flags, and are driving U.S. 
tuna fishermen to hire out 
aboard foreign vessels. 


One such-man is Carlos 
Luz of San Diego, a Portu- 
guese native and U.S. tuna 
fisherman for the past 25 
years. 


LUZ RETURNED in July 
from a five-month trip 
aboard an African vessel. 
Now out of work, he is 
looking for a job aboard 
another foreign tunaboat. 

“7 don’t want to go 
foreign,’’ Luz said. ‘‘But 
tuna fishing is all 1 know. If 
my own government won’t 


‘let me do it, then I have no 


choice but to seek work on a 
foreign boat.’’ 

This is not an isolated 
experience. And at least 16 
tunaboat owners have asked 
the government’s permission 
to register their vessels 
under foreign flags. Many 
are selling their boats to 
foreign operators. 


IT IS UNDER this econo- 
mic cloud that the Cabrillo 
Portuguese Festival will be 
celebrated Sept. 25-Oct. 2. 

Father Joseph Collier, as- 
sociate pastor at St. Agnes 
church, will be a member of 
the landing party on Oct. 2.

Strong teaching church 


People come to me from here and there and 
say we cannot teach people this or that today. 
Rather we must let them marry or get divorced 
as they choose, let them suppress ‘useless’ 
lives, or change the manner in which the church 
is organized.

Respect Life series—teenage pregnancies 


Teen illegitimacy, abortion climb 


Respect Life Sunday is Oct. 2. As a 
preparation, special articles on the subject will 
be published in place of Michael Newman’s 
regular column ‘‘A time to keep’’. This first in 
the series is on abortion and_ teenage 
pregnancy, a growing and alarming facet of 
American life. 


Let’s look at some facts. 


From 1965 to 1975 the illegitimacy rate among 
women of all childbearing ages decreased— except 
among the 15 to 19 year olds. The rate increased for 
this group. In 1975, 52 percent of all out-of-wedlock 
births were to women in the teen years. 


Even though the teenage illegitimacy rate has 
increased, the overall rate of teenage childbearing 
has actually fallen in recent years—from a high in 
1957 of 97.3 births per 1,000 women (ages 15 to 19) 
to a low in 1975 of 56:3. é 


IN SOME WAYS tthe problem is one of 
unfavorable comparisons. For those 20 years and 
older the birthrate—both legitimate and _ illegiti- 
mate— is at its lowest point in our nation’s history. 
Thus, the childbearing behavior of the teenage 
group is put in bolder relief. 


The precise nature of the problem of 
out-of-wedlock births is not well understood, and, 
as a result, inadequate solutions are often 
proposed. Sometimes the moral—and thus 
human—dimension of the problem is downplayed 
or even positively rejected. 


There is no lack of those who advocate 
contraception as the solution for the problem of 
out-of-wedlock teenage pregnancies. And since the 
use of contraceptives by the unmarried teenager is 
notoriously ineffective, abortion is proposed as an 
essential ‘‘backstop’’ solution. For them the one 
does not go without the other. 

ABOUT ONE-THIRD of all legal abortions each 
year are performed on teenagers—something in 
excess of 300,000 in 1975. So teenagers make up a 
significant group of abortion recipients. 

One sociologist scores the advocacy of contracep- 
tion for teenagers as typical of the ‘‘American 


. character’’—a misplaced trust in technology to 


solve human problems. The same can be said about 
abortion as a problem-solving tool for teenage 
out-of-wedlock births. _ 

Predictably, those promoting teenage contracep- 
tion and abortion are looking for ways to make 
contraception and abortion more ‘‘accessible’’ to 
the unmarried teenager. Emphasis has shifted from 
community clinics to the schools. 


BUT EVEN IF efforts to make contraception and 
abortion more ‘‘accessible’’ should succeed in 
‘‘solving’’ the problem, would we be a better 
society for it? It seems more likely that many deep 
problems would have been left unattended and new 
problems would have been created. 


It is true that advocates of teenage contraception 
and abortion do so for a variety of different reasons. 
But surely the most important question is whether 
any medical or social problems are so great as to 
justify the taking of unborn human life. Innocent 
human life can never be taken just because to do so 
is easier or cheaper than its alternative. 


And while abortion as a medical procedure 


presents threats to the life and health of any 
woman, it poses special risks to the adolescent girl. 


FURTHERMORE, studies have shown. that 
young women whose first pregnancies are aborted 
are much more likely than average to have 


subsequent pregnancies which result in premature 
births. 


Teenage pregnancy is not simply a result of 
ignorance or failed contraception, nor is it in all 
cases unintended or unforeseen. In many cases, the 
teenager’s sexual irresponsibility is a symptom of 
personal insecurity—or a need for love, affection, 
and self-affirmation. 


And while pregnancy may complicate existing 
personality difficulties in such cases, so also the 
destruction of the unborn child may simply 
reinforce the teenager’s low estimate of herself or 
diminish her confidence in her ability to cope with 
and overcome problems. 


THERE IS EVERY reason to expect that young 
women who are rushed into abortion by. social and 
cultural pressure will distrust and resent a society 
that misled them about the nature and long-range 


effect of the action they were encouraged to — 


undertake. 


Examination of the facts about teenage 
out-of-wedlock childbearing makes it clear that 
“‘adult’’ standards of moral conduct are being 
promoted as the “‘right’’ of the maturing 
adolescent. 


But teenagers are worthy of.more. They are 


capable of more.

We were talking...about religious 
feuds and the terrible things done 
even today in the name of religion—or 
worse—in the name of Christ, and 
_deploring the terrible waste and 
dissipation of a power for good which, 
if united, would be overwhelming. 


A friend who although baptized a 
Catholic now claims to be agnostic, 
responded with some passion to a 
query as to why he no longer held any 
religious belief. ; 


“‘1 TRAVEL around the world on 
business at least once each year. And 
everywhere that there is conflict, 
religion is behind it. Every religion 
calls itself the truth and every religion 
talks about peace—but there is not 
one that is not involved in some kind 
of war with another. | can do without 
that kind of religion.’’ 


In vain we argued that men will 
always fight to promote what is theirs 
and attempt to subjugate others to 
their ideas. In vain, we suggested that 
the fault lay not with religion but with 
the people. ‘‘Well,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
only proves that religion. doesn’t

work. ’’ : 

And it is true, of course, that 
religions have recoiled from each 
other rather than unite .in — their 
common search for God. We have 
clung jealously to the very tenets that 
separate us, and, until recently, even 
sought to deny salvation to those who 
do not believe as we do. 


But God's call is not exclusive. It is 
directed to all mankind, and the 
yearning towards God that can be 
discerned even in the most primitive 
and undeveloped religious form, is an 
answer to that call. 


ULTIMATELY GOD’S plan is 
directed towards encounter’ with 
Christ, but theologians are pointing to 
a true presence of Christ even in 
non-Christian religions—a presence 
made possible by the act of creation 
itself and by his will to save all men. 


A person may be ‘‘saved’’ within 
the framework of his own religious 
persuasion because of this universal 
presence, whether he understands it 
or not, whether he knows of Christ or 
not. : 


But personal salvation is not all that 
religion is about. Individual salvation 
is a means rather than an end. The 
mission of Christ was one of 
reconcilation—a bringing together of 
all people in brotherhood, sharing and 
love. His aim was to accelerate the 
building of the kingdom of God, so 
that all humanity may truly become 
God’s people, the body of Christ, the 
temple of the Holy Spirit. 


IF WE BELIEVE that we hold the 
truth, then it should be used—not 
merely to ‘‘get us to heaven’’, but to 
help others to the end of their 
pilgrimage to the truth, to their full 
religious maturity. When we decide to 
live our lives in the pattern of Jesus’ 
life—whether we know it 6r not—we 
are deciding for Christ. 


One theologian says, on this point, 
“There is no salvation except in 
alignment with Christ, but if a life is 
directed after the pattern of his, there 
is, by that fact, alignment.’’ But this 
alignment is subject to certain 
conditions. It must be reflected in a 
life of charity and fraternity, of 


communion with others. 


The Second Vatican . Council 
brought this new idea of universality 
to the churches of the world. It urged 
us to express our faith in recognition 
of what we have in common with other 
faiths, respecting their differences 
and ideologies. 


CHRIST, CERTAINLY, is the only 
source of salvation, but he is present 
to all human communities and_ all 
human hearts. His way is not to 
suppress or fight over differences, but 
somehow to draw them together into 
himself. 


We tear apart the body of Christ 
with our squabbles and wars, our 
suspicions and mistrust, our_closed- 
mindedness and rejection of others. 
God does not impose himself upon his 
people, nor can we impose him upon 
others. But he is where we look for 
him. 


Foolish as it may be, sometimes | 


cannot help feeling sorry for the 
Lord—we make his work so very 
difficult!

“Tf the Tiber reaches the walls. If the 
Nile fails to rise to the fields. If the sky 
doesn’t move, or the earth does. If there 
is famine or plague, the cry is at once: 
‘The Christians to the lions.’ ’’ Tertullian 


Why did the ancient Roman state want to 
kill Christians? In the case of Nero and 
Caligula, weak and treacherous rulers, it 
was a matter of finding scapegoats to cover 
up their own stupidities. 


Nero fiddled while Rome burned and 
danced because he was able to shift the 
blame on Christians. What excuses did the 
state use? They perverted the meaning of 
the Christian eucharist. Roman officials 
persuaded the pagan populace that the 
Christian eating of ‘‘flesh’’ and drinking of 
“blood’’ was an offensive cannibalism. 


PROPAGANDISTS CLAIMED that the 
kiss of peace at Christian services had 
something incestuous about it. Worst of all, 
Christians refused to acknowledge the

Russia

Cupolas, spires and onion domes copi- 
ously dot the modern Moscow skyline. ‘‘Of 
course, religious freedom exists,’’ the 
Soviets insist. But tourists often find it 
difficult or impossible to locate a mass to 
attend on Sunday. 

Rather, constant anti-religious pressure 
and frequent open persecution have been 
the rule in Russia-since shortly after the 1971 
revolution. 


EARLY IN 1923, for example, Msgr. 
Konstanty Budkiewicz of Petrograd wrote to 
the apostolic nuncio in Warsaw, ‘‘Our 
persecutors use every effort to terrorize us 
and to subject us to their will.”’ 

On March 25, the . monsignor, his 
Archbishop Jan Cieplak, 12 priests and a 
layman, all from Petrograd, were brought to 
trial on a charge of conspiracy. 


An observer at the trial was certain the 
charges had been “‘trumped up.’’ Neverthe- 
less, the archbishop and monsignor were 
condemned to death while the others were 
given stiff prison sentences. 

RELIGIOUS AND government officials 
throughout the world, including the Presi- 
dent of the United States, protested the 
severe sentences through proper channels. 


emperor divine. 


In the later persecutions this last reason 
assumed the most importance, for the failure 
of Christians to worship the emperor 
signaled, to Roman minds, the breakdown of 
civic discipline. 

It was easier to pick on Christians in the 
early centuries since they were a minority 
group and barred from offices of power and 
influence. Christians delighted in their 
religion and were not ashamed to be public 
about it. 


THEY DID NOT live and _ worship 
underground as some legends would have it. 
Some stories depict Christians living in 
catacombs, a word for subterranean 
cemeteries. \ 


Not true. They lived above ground, had 
their own public places of worship and were 
not of a mind to conceal their piety. 
Tertullian says: ‘‘At every forward step and 


“movement, at every going in and out, when 


we put on our clothes and shoes, when we 
bathe and when we sit at table, when we

light our lamps on couch, on seat, in all 
ordinary actions of daily life, we trace upon 
our foreheads the sign of the cross.’’ 


Their love of Christ, the joy of their faith 
and the delight they possessed in publically 
witnessing it did not decline when faced with 
dungeon, fire and sword and lions. 


AS JESUS SANG the great Hallel (a psalm 
of praise to his Father) on the night before 
he went to his own martyrdom on Good 
Friday, as the first apostles rejoiced to be 
found worthy to suffer for the sake of the 
gospel of Jesus, so these early Christians 
welcomed identity with the cross and 
marched singing hymns of hope into the 
Roman arenas. 


As the blood of Christ became the seed of 
salvation, so the blood of the martyrs 
became the. seed of the church. In their 
hearts rested the willing anthem, ‘‘l will die 
for the love of my Lord.”’ 


No persecution is ever anything less than 
savage. For example, take the Rhone Valley 
incident in the year 177. A summer festival 
was in progress. Vicious rumors about 
Christians supposedly practicing incest and 
cannibalism were rampant. 


A government supervised riot ensued. 
The angry mob beat and tortured dozens of 
Christians. They applied red hot plates to all 
sensitive parts of the body of Sanctus of 
Vienne until he was one vast bruise. 


EVEN CHRISTIANS who were Roman 
citizens were beheaded. The fury and 
madness spread as the mob _ forced 
Christians to run through a gauntlet of whips 


into the local arena where they were mauled. 


by wild animals in full view of an approving 
and blood-hungry audience. Their heads and 
limbs were displayed for six days, then 
burned and their ashes thrown into the 
Rhone River. 


We may never minimize the horror of 
these ancient brutalities against an essen- 
tially gentle, peace-loving and charitable 
people. Nor can we ever be grateful enough 
for their capacity to remain faithful to Christ 
and the church. 


We name them martyrs, the Greek word 
for witness. They did more than proclaim 
Christ’s love. They lived it even to the death. 


THEY SPEAK to us now about the | 


importance of fidelity to Christ and personal 
principles. The martyrs would not com- 
promise or sign a document similar to this: 


“1, Diogenes, aged 72 years, with a scar 


_on my right eyebrow, have always sacrificed — 


to the gods. Now in your presence, | have 


‘made a sacrifice and poured a libation and 
eaten of meat sacrificed in the temple. I | 


request you certify this below...”’ 


We still need Christians faithful to Christ, 
his love and to the moral principles implied. 
All ye holy martyrs pray for us both to 
admire and imitate your courage. 


where religious activity is illegal 


Because of world opinion, Archbishop 
Cieplak was saved from execution, but 
Msgr. Budkiewicz was shot Holy Saturday 
night, March 31, 1923. 


The persecution of intellectual and 
religious dissidents continues in the Soviet 
Union today with Baptists and Jews among 
the primary targets. 


At least 700 Baptists have been jailed in 
recent years, the most prominent, Baptist 
leader George Vins. Vins was sentenced to 
five years imprisonment to be followed by 
five years exile. 


HE WAS CHARGED with ‘‘damaging the 
interests of citizens.’’ His crimes included 
secretly circulating a number of articles on 
religious themes, a sermon preached at a 
wedding in 1969, and the teceiving of money 
from Reform Baptist Congregations. 


Jewish citizens, seeking to emigrate from 
Russia, many for the sake of religious 
freedom, are often dismissed from their 
jobs, occasionally arrested, and sometimes 
sentenced to prison. Only a small percentage 
receive permission to leave Russia. 


According to a news report, an Eastern- 
Rite priest was hanged in the Ukraine village 
of Drohovye by Soviet police for ‘having 
pursued religious activity, the celebration of 


the holy mass.,.and the distribution of the 
eucharist.”’ 


’ THE VICTIM, Father Michele Luckyj, 


according to the report, had been warned 
three times ‘‘that such activity is considered 
illegal in the Soviet Union.”’ 


Karl Marx, the father of Communism, was 
an atheist, but was militantly opposed to 
religion. Marx felt religion would eventually 
disappear when the proper social conditions 
were provided. Lenin introduced militant 
atheism into Marxist thought. 


Marxists oppose religion mainly because . 


it lulls the populace to sleep, and counsels 
them to accept their lot in patience rather 
than strive militantly for political and 
economic change. 


IN THE EARLY years’ of Russian 
opposition to religion, church property was 
confiscated, churches and monasteries 
closed, and schools nationalized. Through 
the years, different degrees of pressure were 
applied.. 


During World War II religion was to some 
degree tolerated. Today, freedom of worship 
is allowed within certain limitations, but 
evangelization may not take place. 


Religious literature may be published only _ 


under strict supervision. Bibles, for ex- 


ample, are extremely hard to come by and 
may be worth as much as $100 each. 


TODAY, OCCASIONAL worshippers in 
approved churches may not be bothered 
much. But those who worship openly and 
regularly, and certainly those who seek 
greater freedom of conscience and expres- 
sion, will be penalized. ; 

The worst dissidents may be expelled 
from the country, sent to prison, or confined 
to mental hospitals until their ‘‘sickness’’ is 
corrected. Ordinary offenders lose their 
chance of personal advancement. 

They are not promoted at work; go to the 
bottom of waiting lines for housing and other 
privileges, and their children have great 
difficulty in being accepted for higher 
education. 


TODAY, 60 YEARS after'the beginnings 
of the Russian experiment, religion hasn’t 
disappeared, as good Marxist doctrine 
insists it should. In fact some observers feel 
its impact in the Soviet Union is growing. 

Archbishop Roger Etchegaray, president 
of the French Bishop’s conference, on his 
return from a recent trip to the USSR 
declared, ‘‘No.one can imagine the fullness 
and intensity of religious life in the Soviet 
Union. There’s no doubt that it is 
Christianity’s biggest volcano.”’

“It was in Antioch that the disciples were 


called Christians for the first time’’ (Acts - 


11:26). This was about 40 A.D. By an 
interesting coincidence, some 60 or so years 
later, an Antioch bishop gave the church the 
name by which it it still known: The Catholic 
(universal) church. - 


His name was lgnatius, and he has been 


venerated for centuries as St. Ignatius of 


Antioch. Unfortunately, we know nothing 
about his life or activities as a bishop. But 
his death and the circumstances sufrounding 
it made him forever memorable. 


DURING ONE of the many persecutions of 
the early second century, Ignatius and some 
companions were arrested and sent to Rome 
to be devoured by wild beasts. On the way 
they made several stops. 


The guards apparently permitted hie to 
contact the churches which had been 
established in the area; in ancient cities like 


. Philadelphia, Smyrna, Ephesus, Magnesia, 


and Tralles. From Tralles, he wrote letters to 
the already visited churches and also to the 
church at Rome. 


From another stop, Troas, he wrote to 
Philadelphia and Smyrna, and to Polycarp, 
bishop of Smyrna. These seven letters, in 
spite of the fact that they were simply 
occasioned by the circumstances, give us 
valuable insights into the life of Christians in 
the first decade of the second century and 
reveal the heart and soul of a man 
passionately in love with Christ and the 
church. 


THE CHURCH was not only harassed by 
‘persecution but here were also dangers from 
within—schism and heresy. Ignatius ex- 
presses in many ways his deep desire for 
order and peace by submission to the 
hierarchy, and his ardent love of unity. 


Here, for the first time, we get a clear 
picture of a finely and consistently 
structured hierarchy: one bishop in charge of 
each church, assisted by presbyters (priests) 
and deacons. A typical passage is this one 
from his letter to the Trallians: 


‘All must reverence the deacons as Jesus 
Christ, the bishop as the image of the 
Father, the presbyters as the Council of God 


and the college of the apostles. Without — 


them there is no church.”’ 


AND, IN CONNECTION with the sacra- 
mental life of the church, there are these 
counsels to the church at Smyrna: ‘‘Do 


Christian Meditation 


nothing without the bishop in what concerns 
the church. Regard as valid only that 
eucharist which is celebrated under the 
presidency of the bishop or of his delegate. 


“‘Wherever the bishop is, there let also 


_the community be, just as wherever Jesus 


Christ is, there is the Catholic church. It is 
not permitted to baptize or to celebrate the 
agape (love feast) apart from the bishop; but 
all that he approves is pleasing to God, and 
all that you do is secure and valid.”’ 


These are not the words of a detached 
legalist, but of a man so much in love with 
Christ that he looked forward eagerly to 
dying for him. In fact, the reason he wrote 
ahead to the church at Rome was to prevent 
any attempt on the part of Christians there to 
interfere with his martyrdom. 


IT IS DOUBTFUL that they could have 
done anything about it, but he was taking no 


chances. These words from that letter speak ~ 


more eloquently by far than any | might 
write: 


““Let me become the food of the beasts; by 
them I shall attain to God. I am the bread of 
God, I must be ground by the teeth of the 


_ beasts in order to become the stainless bread 


of Christ... 


“Then shall I be truly a disciple of Jesus 
Christ, when the world no longer sees my 
body. Entreat Christ for me, that by the 
beasts I may become a victim offered to God. 


“LET NAUGHT of things visible or 
invisible seek to deprive me of the 
possession of Jesus Christ! Come fire, and 
cross, and bodily combat with wild beasts, 
lacerations, tearings, dislocation of bones, 
mutilation of members, crushing of the 
whole body, come the worst torments of the 
devil upon me, provided only I possess Jesus 
Christ!... 


“‘Him I seek, him who died for us; him 1 
want, who rose again for our sakes. The hour 
draws near for my birth...Let me imitate 
the suffering of my God. 


“If anyone has him in his heart, let him 
understand» my desires, let’ him be 
compassionate in my pain, since he himself 
knows it...My love has been crucified, and 
there is not within me any fire for matter, 
but a living water, which murmurs within me 
and says to. me: ‘Come to the Father.’ ”’ 


St. Ignatius of Antioch: mystic, bishop, 
martyr. There are no authentic records of his 
actual martyrdom, but most certainly he met 
the fate which awaited him in Rome, 
probably about the year 107 A.D. 


Sin can be on our side

“Then the serpent 
said to the woman, 
‘No! You will not die! 
God knows in fact 
that on the day you 
eat it your eyes will 
be opened and you 
will be like gods... 
The woman saw that 
the tree was good to 
eat...and that it was desirable for the 
knowledge that it would give. So she took 
some.’’ (Genesis 3:4+) 


Thereafter, the Lord God informed our 
first parents of the- results of their 
disobedience ‘* *...pains in childbearing... 
yearning shall be’ for your-husband, yet he 
will lord it over you...With sweat on. your 
brow shall you eat your bread until you 
return to the soil.’ ’’ (Genesis 3:16+) 


HOWEVER, THE consequences of the sin 
of Adam and Eve can also, in some sense, be 
seen as a blessing. For example, now, 
because of the-effects of this first sin it has 
become increasingly more obvious that we 
need to depend on God. 


The sin of our first parents was that they 
refused to be dependent on their Creator; 
they would not obey, trust or believe. They 
thought they knew better, and, on the advice 
of the serpent, took he matter into here own 
hands. 2 


In this way they lost the Father-child 
relationship with God and its protections. 
But the loss of these very protections can 
drive us even more deeply into depending on 


God. 


AS, FOR EXAMPLE, when Jesus told the 
apostles that he would soon be leaving them 
they began to argue over who would be first 
among them, so Jesus ‘‘took a little child 
and set him by his side and then said to 
them, 


‘Anyone who welcomes this little child in 
my name welcomes me; and anyone who 
welcomes me welcomes the one who sent 
me. For the least among you all, that is the 
one who is great.’ ’’ (Luke 9:46+) 


We are being told here that humility, 
obedience and responsibility are what make 
us great; that we are great in proportion to 
our dependence on the Lord. The crucifixion 
itself gives us the perfect example. 


WHEN JESUS announced his death the 
apostles were about to make the same 
mistake as Eve made. They were about to 
take the matter into their own hands and 
provide their own solution until Jesus placed 
a child in their midst and said, ‘‘the least 
among you all, that is the one who is great.”’ 


‘Father, into your hands 1 commit my 
spirit,’’ (Luke 23:46+) still remains the 
ultimate and perfect solution to the problems 
caused by original sin. For when things 
really get bad there are certain solutions that 
make us worse than the enemy. 


Yet, the enemy has provided us with 
opportunities for us to become great. 
Therefore, original sin can be on our side if 
we allow the problems to force us into 
prayer; for prayer will forge a relationship 
with God that provides more advantages 
than Adam and Eve ever dreamed possible.

In 1945, a 27-year-old artillery Russian 
army captain who had risen through the 
ranks curing the war was suddenly arrested 
and stripped of his rank. He had made some 
critical 1eferences to Stalin in a letter to a 
friend. 


On his way to the infamous Lubyanka 
prison in Moscow under armed guard, he 
felt compelled to shout out his innocence to 
several hundred bystanders in a Moscow 
subway station. But he knew he would be 
heard only by those few persons, not the 200 
million fellow citizens of his beloved country. 


“VAGUELY, UNCLEARLY,’’ he explains 
in his book, ‘‘The Gulag Archipelago,’’ “‘l 
had a vision that some day 1 would cry out to 
the 200 million.”’ 


Twenty-five years later Aleksandr Il. 
Solzhenitsyn received the Nobel Prize for 
literature and the whole world heard his 
story. 


This story of Russia’s greatest living 
writer speaks in language bigger than life of 
persecution, conversion, and prophecy. The 
artillery captain went to prison a dedicated 
Marxist with credentials of a model 
upbringing in Komsomol, the young 
Communist organization. Then for 11 years 
he suffered the unspeakable inhumanity 
which his writings have documented. He did 
a lot of thinking. 


“EVEN IN ONE year how much time is 
left for you to think,’’ he wrote in ‘‘Gulag 
Archipelago Il.’’ ‘‘For 330 days you stomp 
out to line up in a drizzling, slushy rain, and 
in a piercing blizzard, and in a biting and 
still subzero cold. 


“For 330 days you work away at 
hateful, alien work with your mind 
unoccupied. For 330 evenings you squinch 
up, wet, chilled,-in the end-of-work lineup, 
waiting for the convoy to assemble from the 
distant watchtowers.”’ 


So Solzhenitsyn thought, discussed and 
debated with the cross-section of Russians 
who were his fellow prisoners. A conversion 
took place. 


‘“YOUR SOUL, which formerly was dry,”’ 
he wrote, ‘‘now ripens from suffering. And 
even if you haven’t come to love your 
neighbors in the Christian sense, you are at 
least learning to love those close to you.”’ 


So despite the pain and degradation, he 
nourished his soul in prison and could later 
say without hesitation, “‘Bless you, prison, 


for having been in my life.’’ 


He has not become a theologian and he 
may not be a saint, but Solzhenitsyn has 
become a prophet. He is not a prophet in the 
sense of receiving a divine charism to 
communicate to others truths that are 
normally hidden. 


RATHER HIS prophecy is the broader 
version involving teaching and witnessing to 
the world basic truths which he learned 
through suffering and persecution. 


Solzhenitsyn has documented the truth 
about Soviet oppression to enable his 
well-beloved Russian people to seize their 
destiny and regain their freedom. He calls 
upon Russian leaders to abandon the dead 
ideology of Marxism and to reject all 
preoccupation with industrial progress, 
nuclear military might and imperialistic 
control of other nations. 


Solzhenitsyn was released from prison in 
1956. His literary debut was six years later 
with the novel based upon his life in prison, 
“One Day in the Life of lvan Denisovich.’’ 


KRUSHCHEV URGED publication of this 
book because of its anti-Stalinist tone. But 
Solzhenitsyn’s subsequent books were 
banned in Russia and published in the West. 


Thus began a 10-year period of harass- 


ment which culminated when he was 


arrested one day in 1974 and expelled the 
next day into permanent,exile. The Soviet 
press gave him the typical prophet’s reward 
by accusing him of writing ‘‘hostile 
bourgeois propaganda’’ and describing him 
as a ‘‘psychologically unbalanced person, a 
schizophrenic.’’ 

But th. three million copies printed of 
“Gulag /rchipelago’’ indicate the vast 
influence »f this contemporary persecuted 
prophet. The voice of this man crying out 
from the v ilderness of Soviet oppression will 
echo and te-echo along the hallways of 
history. He will be remembered _ for 
unflinching courage and total commitment to 
truth. 


-PERHAPS MOST of all, he will be 
remembered for standing alone and 
defenseless before the massive power and 
cunning of evil. He summarized his own 
credentials of prophecy shortly before his 
1974 exile: 


‘*All 1 had to say is now said. 1, too, am 55, 
and I think I have amply demonstrated that | 
set no store by material wealth and 1 am 
prepared to sacrifice my life.”’ 


‘‘A man who is possessed by fear always begins to persecute.’’—Nicholas Berdysev, 


‘Slavery and Freedom,’’ 1941.

But he went 
on to say, ‘‘And if the counselor 
happens to be a Catholic doctor, he 
should not urge the couple to one way 
and not explain alternatives.’’ 


Sound familiar? ‘‘| am personally 
opposed to abortion, but...’’ It seems 
to me Father Lebel could take to heart 
the advice the bishops recently gave 
to certain politicians. If | may take the 
liberty to change the words referring 
to political activities to some referring 
to the medical field, the bishops’ 
statement would read as follows: 


“Persons in the medical field 
should speak and act in accordance 
with their personal moral convictions. 
There is no inherent conflict between 
the religious and professional obliga- 
tions of a Catholic:in discharging his 
or her professional duties.’’

On Sept. 20 the voters of San Diego will be asked to decide on the future of 
nude bathing facilities at Black’s Beach, La Jolla, which for the past several 


years has been permitted. 


Proposition D on the ballot asks whether the City Council should ban 
nudity on all public beaches without exception. Led by Bishop Maher, it is 


expected that most Catholics will vote “‘Yes.’

Catholic ‘push’ values? 


Just what is the moral imperative that 
obliges us as Catholics to insist that our 
values on this issue should be embodied 
in a law that would compel others who 
do not share our views to nevertheless 
live by them?

The issue of public nudity at a 
reportedly remote and difficult to reach 
beach appears to be a moral triviality. 
Why then was it chosen as a cause for 
such a great expenditure of our limited 
Catholic resources? Is there nothing 
locally of greater moral significance that 
we Catholics can rally to support? ~

SC is ‘yellow journalism’

Legalize nudity on Black’s Beach and you legalize indecency and sex 


crimes and attract undesirables. 


Environmentalists are concerned by the erosion of the beach. Our concern 
is moral erosion. Any group that abandons decency is society’s bitterest 


enemy. 


Decency nourishes society and those who cultivate decency are the most 
valuable friends of society. Decency and culture cannot be separated. 


If we want a decent society, the laws must protect decency. Nudity on 


Black’s Beach merely extends depravity. 


Citizens for decency through law must be heard. 


In the next paragraph it is associated 
negatively with promoting family life. A 
few paragraphs later we are reading 
about the threat of homosexuality, and 
then back to the need for a stable family 
life. 


Finally, there is the threat that 
“‘all...lifestyles which inhibit or destroy 
our very future...are...anti-social.’’ And 
all this has been under the banner 
headline: ‘Blight threatens the 
beaches’’! ‘ 


A careful reader might reread this 
and note that no proof or even argument 
has been made actually associating 
nude bathing with (1) degeneracy 
(2) sex deviancy (3) SOAP (4) destruc- 
tion of family life (5) homosexuality. 


It could not be, for there is no such 
relation with any of those. In fact quite 
the opposite is probably true. 


We might hope for a higher standard 
of integrity in a Catholic newspaper.

United States, and said that 
each change was met with 
hostility. 

But, she added, -‘‘Only 
those who can change sur- 
vive.”’ 

A MAJOR change has 
been in the attitude toward 
vows, she said. Formerly it 
was considered that one 
vowed to keep rules, Sister 
Chittister added, but now 
“we see the purpose of vows 
is to gain life and give life.”’ 

The outgoing LCWR presi- 
dent outlined the organiza- 
tion’s four major goals

The first goal was the 
subject of a year-long study 
by a special LCWR com- 
mittee. According to Domini- 
can Sister Jeanne O’Laugh- 
lin, committee chairman, the 
panel’s study showed that 
current problems cannot be 
solved by old approaches, 
because the old contain 
innate blockages. 


Sister Joan Doyle, new 
LCWR president, said, ‘‘To- 
day we are concerned about 
the woman question, about 
women in the church, about 
other women, about the 
Equal Rights Amendment. 


“THIS YEAR we will 
search out how many women 
are ministering in the church 
and how the church is 
ministering to women.”’ 


She predicted that in 
1990s, structures will free 
sisters, who will no longer be 
“‘docile and dependent’’ but 
will instead become more 
involved in decision-making 
on all levels of church.

Bishop asks flock 
to review ‘SOAP’

Bishop James D. Nieder- 
geses of Nashville, Tenn., 
although himself critical of 
ABC-TV’s . new series, 
SOAP, has urged Catholics 
in his diocese to watch it and 
to send him their reviews of 
the show’s first episode aired 
last Tuesday. (Sept. 13). 


His remarks were part of a 
continuing critical. reaction 
by religious and civic groups 
to the new series, which 
reportedly includes adultery, 
homosexuality, violence, and 
promiscuity in its story line. 


In a statement in the 
Tennessee Register, Nash- 
ville diocesan newspaper, 
Bishop Niedergeses said the 
subject. matter of the new 
series seems ‘“‘to indicate a 
moral and social sickness on 
the part of playwrights, the 
media and audiences.”’
